At the outset I want to call the attention 
of my hearers to the wording of this topic. 
It by no means implies the wide introduc- 
tion of bulls of the beef type into our herds 
of long-established dairy breeding and well- 
established dairy connection, particularly 
with those organizations which are able to 
take care of their dairy products in a satis- 
factory manner. It means simply the cross- 
ing of bulls of the beef type on some indi- 
vidual cows or herds, the offspring of 
which it is not best to maintain just now. 
Two things have occurred recently which 
would suggest that all is not well with the 
dairy industry in this state—and this in no 
way implies that all is well with industries 
other than dairying. A few days ago there 
was a meeting of dairy leaders here in 
Ithaca listening to various methods sug- 
gested to prevent some people engaged in 
the dairy industry from going to their cer- 
tain ruin. Several speakers mentioned the 
fact that there were too many cows and un- 
der present industrial conditions too much 
milk. The cost of getting the milk from 
the farm to the consumer’s doorstep must 
be lowered some way. The cost of produc- 
tion must be lessened by better farm meth- 
ods—particularly was mentioned the keep- 
ing of none but profitable cows and the sale 
or destruction of those which did not put so 
much in the pail for each pound of feed 
eaten. The further raising of many non- 
profitable heifers is evidently to be dis- 
couraged and hence the sale of calves, while 
still very young, was to be the method. 
Within two days of this hearing two men 
employed by the farm bureau of New York 
State were in the speaker’s office. One of 
them told how in his county when a farm- 
er had a young calf to sell, he would put a 
certain sign upon his mail box, and a buyer 
would call and get the calf, giving the large 
sum of fifty cents for his purchase. “Not 
very much encouragement for bull improve- 
ment associations in that” I suggested. “Oh 
no,” said the man, “bulls are used down our 
way entirely as cow fresheners.” And he 
does not come from one of the worst dairy 
counties of the state. 
So you see that the early discarding of

young calves really is not profitably selling 
something, but merely getting rid of some- 
thing which we wish we did not have to put 
up with. It is attracting to the veal busi- 
ness certain folks who certainly do not have 
any too much love for the farmer. These 
young calves are either sold to be cut up 
for soups, potpies and the like, or placed on 
some market as New York State veal and 
are so presented that they are not apt to 
increase the consumption—hence the rela- 
tive price—of veal very materially. 

I am wondering if these two situations 
are capable of one type of partial solution? 
Of course, anyone who goes on to tell you 
that the dairy industry really needs just 
what he suggests and that if the farmers 
would but follow his suggestion, they would 
quickly be on the highway to recovery, 
shows plainly that he “can not see the for- 
est for the trees.” But the real situation 
seems to be too many cows, too much milk 
for present consumption; too many young 
dairy animals, and no satisfactory place 
or price to get rid of them for anything 
like their value, while they are but calves. 

If bulls are to be used largely as cow 
fresheners on certain cows, must you use a 
bull the offspring of which is practically 
worthless? A grade Holstein calf weigh- 
ing 100 pounds at birth can not be properly 
finished under about 180 pounds live 
weight. It then gets into the class of heavy 
veals and must be good to command a good 
price. If it is not good, then it is produced 
at a decided loss and the eight hundred 
pounds of milk that have been required to 
put on the eighty pounds have brought in 
little if anything. The market did not al- 
ways call for light veals but it calls loudly 
now for light animals for killing, no matter 
in what class you may be interested. 

Again the Channel Island breeds produce 
calves that in too many cases are yellow in 
color and the buying public discriminates 
against them. So while their size may be 
in their favor, they have too many other 
objections to make good veal calves. 

Veal calves are supposed to be used for 
meat and so the conformation of the animal 
and not his gross weight really tells the 
story. Could part of our difficulty be les- 
sened if we produced calves of the right 
type? I say it could. 

But calves of proper conformation usual- 
ly require sires of proper conformation. I 
wonder how unorthodox I would be consid- 
ered if I suggested that for a year—or 
maybe two—beef bulls be introduced into 
many of our dairy herds. If the calves are 
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to be sold anyway, they will undeniably 
make better veals on our present market 
than straight dairy calves—and particular- 
ly at all the lighter weights. The bulls cost 
no more to buy or keep and are just as ef- 
ficient as cow fresheners. The milk these 
young animals use will not further flood the 
market, and if a farmer must add a few 
replacements, let him do it at a low figure 
by buying in from the best herds. 

But there is another side to this. Just 
let me quote from a letter which I have jn 
my possession written by a farmer here in 
New York State. Under date of April 23d, 
last, he says, “A short time ago we weigh- 
ed the two (crossbred) calves born in Octo- 
ber. We discovered they have made a gain 
of two pounds per day since birth. * * * * 
As regards the calves resulting from this 
cross (beef on grade dairy) I will say, they 
are far above our expectations. * * * * We 
are sure it would require a person very 
closely acquainted with beef animals to find 
much difference between them and pure 
bred calves. They are very different from 
our former Holstein calves, being much 
hardier and they are also good feeders— 
both on the cow and in the feed lot.” And 
he continued, “For the farmer who wishes 
to discontinue milking partially or altogeth- 
er, he will find these grade calves of the 
first cross better than any Western feeder 
calf he could buy in our Eastern stock 
yards.” 

Another farmer in this state says, “I 
have bred Holsteins and grade Jerseys with 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls. The calves are not 
equal to pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, but are 
superior to their dams in regards to keep- 
ing and for beef. I have baby-beeved two. 
They weighed 700 pounds each at eight 
months of age and were pronounced good 
by those who say them * * * *,” 

To go further afield a Minnesota farmer 
writes, “This practice is usually followed 
by men who have the milking herd built 
up to the desired size and heifers enough to 
replenish it for 3 or 4 years. Then they 
can use an Aberdeen-Angus bull for that 
time and feed or sell all their calves * * *.” 

Let me quote further from an article 
which was sent to the Iowa Homestead by 
a hard-headed farmer: “This (crossbreed- 
ing) is a practice which is getting estab- 
lished as standard farm practice in some 
places by men who for lack of help or other 
reasons can only milk a certain number of 
cows and still have more permanent past- 
ure than the dairy herd consumes. By al- 
ternating a dairy bull and a beef bull it

The Department of Animal Husbandry 
the University of Wisconsin res: : 
ed study of this problem for 3 years “i 
would seem to be the most complete q = 
available and I take the liberty of pl 
widely from it. “Since grade dairy femal 
cattle are prevalent in Wisconsin and oc 
neighboring areas as a source of breeding 
stock for baby beef production, and — 
make a dairy return as well as produce a 
calf suitable for beef, this experiment was 
conducted to study the practicability ang 
economy of crossing beef sires on grade 
Holstein cows and selling all the offsprin 
—male and female—finished for baby beef 
at 12 to 15 months of age at about 900-1099 
pounds weight.” 

“In undertaking this study the Aberdeen. 
Angus-Holstein cross was selected because 
it appears to have certain advantages suit- 
ed to the undertaking. The black color and 
the polled character of the Aberdeen-Angus 
sire are dominant and the crossbred calves 
are practically all black and_ polled, dis- 
tinctly resembling their sire. The size 
hardiness and milk production of the Hol. 
stein, and in some cases a tendency toward 
beef, indicate that the cows may be well 
suited to produce crossbred calves for baby 
beef. The advantages thought to be in fay- 
or of this plan are: First: Part of a herd 
of cows could be hand-milked and the rest 
nurse calves for baby beef. Second: Milk 
producers who do not raise their calves 
might use a beef sire and produce calves 
suitable for someone else to fatten for mar- 
ket. Third: A herd of grade dairy cows 
could be shifted from dairy to beef produc- 
tion by using beef sire. Fourth: One pro- 
ducing beef cattle might find it profitable 
to keep a few grade Holstein cows for a 
dairv income and fatten the calves for baby 
beef.” And then after giving the results in 
table form Professor Fuller concludes, 
“Perhaps the most striking results of the 
exneriment were in the slaughter tests 
where the crossbred cattle made high yields 
of beef and produced carcasses almost as 
well suited to the beef trade as purebred 
Aberdeen-Angus. The carcasses favorably 
impressed the meat experts in the packing 
houses at Chicago and Milwaukee where 
they were handled. Differences in color of 
fat and lean, marbling of meat and qual- 
ity between Aberdeen-Angus-Holstein and 
Aberdeen-Angus carcasses were difficult to 
detect.” 

Now do not misunderstand me. The get- 
eral principle of cross breeding may 
open to serious question, but among others 
I have a right to suggest certain theories 
for bettering our present condition. Cer- 
tain it is we need few young dairy cattle 
just now, and to most dairy farmers a bu 
calf is a drug on the market, and at least 
seventy-five per cent of our heifer calves 
ought to be—-with prices for poor veal an 
young calves what they are now. I suggest 
that you think over this matter as a possl- 
bility, and not discard it merely because it 
might be classed as unorthodox. 

Do you on your own place produce sever- 
al of these fifty cent calves? Are you pay-

The Aberdeen-Angus men had a very 
worthy show. There were not many from 
Scotland, only two breeders sending for- 
ward exhibits, but one of them had the 
honour of providing the supreme champicn 
while the other had the special prize for the 
most points. Mr. W. G. Macpherson, Mul- 
ben, judged the females, and Mr. D. M. Al- 
lan, Ballintomb, the bulls. 

The Male Classes. 

A very good class of old bulls had as 
their distinctive leader the breed champion 
at the “Highland”—Jarvie Eric, the beauti- 
ful four-year-old bred at Harviestoun, and 
shown by Mr. A. T. Reid, Auchterarder 
House. Sired by Jipsey Eric, this bull, as 
at Inverness, was shown in perfect form, 
and was one of the prettiest older sires ev- 
er shown here. Next to him was _ placed 
Mungo’s Gregalach, from Mr. J. P. Ross 
Taylor, Mungoswalls, Duns. This four-year- 
old, bred by exhibitor after Patron of By- 
well, has been a noted winner having been 
first as a yearling at the “Highland,” and 
supreme champion at Glasgow, three years 
in succession. He is a bull of great scale, 
with a wonderful brisket on him, and great 
quarters. A noted winning ten-year-old bull 
stood third in the Viceroy of Willet, shown 
by Mr. W. L. Horbury, Stratford-on-Avon. 
He is wearing a bit now with age, but still 
looks wonderfully well. Colonel Raymond 
ffennell, Wytham Abbey, was fourth with 
Black Brutus of Llantwit, a low-set, thick, 
good quartered five-year-old by Pranksome. 
Sir Prince Prince-Smith, Southbur. “:ad a 
particularly good five-year-old fiftn in his 
Junius of Bywell, bred by Viscount Allen- 
dale, after Erebus of Harviestoun, and Mr. 
D. S. Gough, Bury St. Edmunds, was sixth 
with a smaller-sized but shapely three-year- 
old bred at Candacraig after Evolver of 
Harviestoun. . 

Two-year-old bulls were a smaller class, 
with two extra good bulls standing first and 
second. The former was Beltane of Blea- 
ton, bred by Messrs. Marshall and Mitchell, 
after Escort of Ballindalloch, and shown by 
Capt. A. L. Goodson, Kilham. He was pur- 
chased at Perth, where he was fourth in the 
January class for 240 gns., and was cham- 
pion at the Peterborough Show last week. 
He was wonderfully complete with his 
shapes and stood on fine bones, although 
his head might not be quite so perfect as 
might be in the opinion of some critics. Vis- 
count Allendale had the second with Victor

Mr. J. P. Ross Taylor, with his sec- 
ond winner at the “Royal” last year, was 
fourth.

Yearling bulls were well forward. The 
placings here did not accord exactly with 
the views of some ringside onlookers, al- 
though they were not quite easily placed. 
Baroness Burton got the first ticket for 
Kongo of Dunira, after Erman of Dunira, 
bred by Mr. W. Gilchrist Macbeth after Er- 
man of Dunira. He was a low-standing, 
thick-set bull, with a nice breedy-looking 
head on him, but not so perfect at his tail- 
head as might be. Mr. J. J. Cridlan was 
second with Prince Evid of Maisemore by 
Evidence 2nd of Maisemore. This bull 
which was first at the Bath and West, is 
a bull with many good points about him, al- 
though his head might be sweeter. Mr. A. 
T. Reid, Auchterarder House, was third 
with his third winner at the “Highland” 
—Juror Eric by Eros of Derculich, and bred 
at Harviestoun. He looks like an out-com- 
er. Some thought Lady Robinson should 
have been further up with her Prince Ben 
of Boghead, bred by Mr. James Duff, Bog- 
head, Glass, Huntly, after Geodesy of Blea- 
ton. First at the Royal Counties’ Show this 
year, this was a handsome young bull of 
plenty substance, and showing breed type 
and quality about him although not, per- 
haps, perfect at his tail-head. Colonel Bax- 
endall with fifth with Erman of Amport by 
Proud Baladin of the Burn, and Mr. D. S. 
Gough sixth with Jiltaur of Auchvockie by 
Bustard of Kinermony. This bull was bred 
by Mr. David Dean Auchvochkie, Advie. 

Cows and Heifers. 

There was a nice class of cows, Mr. Mac- 
pherson placed them all but one, which he 
left aside, it having been bred by himself, 
and Mr. Mill, Claverton, was asked to put 
her in her proper place afterwards. Colon- 
el Baxendale, Foxfield Green, Hants., got 
the leading ticket for Ellen 3rd of Basildon, 
bred by Major J. A. Morrison after Bis- 
marck of Basildon. She was a good, use- 
ful-looking cow that had stood fourth at 
the Royal Counties show. Col. Raymond 
ffennell got second for Maori Belle of Doon- 
holm, a very neat, short-legged, sweet- 
looking cow bred at Doonholm after Gentle 
Eric 2nd, and an extra nice handler. Lady 
Robinson was third with a cow that had 
been a notable previous winner—Matchless 
of Amport, bred by Col. C. W. Sofer Whit- 
burn, after Proud Baladin of the Burn. This 
cow was supreme champion at the “Royal” 
last year. She was a very handsome cow, 
but a little “hooky” and plain looking be- 
hind. Mr. Mill, who was taken on to place 
the Mulben-bred cow, Enthalla 75th, by Ev- 
enson of Ballindalloch, and shown by Cap- 


tain F. B. Atkinson, Home Farm, Gallow- 
hill, Morpeth, surprised many by placing 
her fourth. She was an extra comely cow, 
with proper breed type about her, and most 
ringside critics thought she might well have 
been much nearer the top of the class if 
not at the top. 

There was a class of six two-year-old 
heifers. Capt. A. L. Goodson was leading 
here with his Peterborough winner, the 
graceful looking Barmaid of Kilham, by 
Embos of Bleaton. Following her came 
Mr. J. P. Ross Taylor with Mungos Lady 
Betty, which was first at the “Royal” last 
year, and first and reserve female cham- 
pion at Glasgow this year. Got by Patron 
of Bywell, this is an uncommonly pretty 
heifer, very nicely brought out. and show- 
ing few faults. Mr. Leslie K. Osmond had 
the third ticket for Eleanor of Tomdow, 
bred by Mr. James Gordon, Tomdow, Knock- 
ando, Morayshire, after Evalus of Ballin- 
dalloch. This heifer has come out well and 
looks like an improver. Mr. E. Keith 
Brooks, Coombe Farm, Berks, was fourth 
with Black Eyes of Thatcham, after a 
Maisemore-bred sire, while Col. Raymond 
ffennell, and Mr. Cridlan had the fifth 
and sixth winners with gets of Black Brutus 
of Llantwit and Proud Eric of Maisemore. 

There was a big class of yearlings, not 
too easy to place. Mr. J. P. Ross Taylor 
had great credit, however, in carrying the 
leading honour without question with his 
Mungos Heather Bell, by Erwin of Mungos- 
walls, the charming heifer that was female 
champion at Glasgow, and reserve supreme 
champion. She is a dandy heifer, very 
shapely, short in the leg and nicely balanc- 
ed. Viscount Allandale had a heifer also 
of very nice breed character in the second 
place in Matona of Bywell by Elurio of 
Nisbethill. She was a heifer with a beau- 
tiful head on her, and her dam, Matuba of 
Bywell, was a noted prize-winner in her 
day. Mr. D. S. Gough’s third was the 
smooth-fleshed, graceful-looking Black Da- 
la of Ballintomb, bred by Mr. D. M. Allan, 
after Wilful Watch. She is low-standing 
and wide, and was reserve champion at 
Perth. Capt. F. B. Atkinson had fourth win 
the Candacraig-bred Peeress of Candacraig 
by Evolver of Harviestoun—a very sweet- 
looking heifer standing on fine bones. Capt. 
A. L. Goodson’s fifth was Eulima 2nd of 
Kilham by Embos of Bleaton, and Mr. J. J. 
Cridlan’s sixth Blackeyes 10th of Maise- 
more by Evideric 2nd of Maisemore, a heif- 
er that had been winner at some of the 
English shows. 

The Championships. 

Mr. A. T. Reid, Auchterarder House 
easily won the male championship with 
his old bull, Jarvie Eric, Capt. A. L. 
Goodson being reserve with his_ Blea- 
ton-bred two-year-old Beltane of Bleaton, 
Mr. Ross Taylor’s second prize old bull, 
Mungos Gregalach, being second reserve. 
The female championship was awarded to 
Col. Baxendale, for his first prize cow, El- 
len 3rd of Basildon, Capt. A. L. Goodson 
being reserve with his first prize two-year- 
old heifer, Barmaid of Kilham. The su- 
preme og ages went to Mr. A. T.

Chicago, Ill., (AP) July 18—Live stock 
is calling the turn. 

Down in the “yards,” that seething thea- 
ter of the animal industry, they will tell 
you that the live stock raiser is “sitting on 
top of the world.” 

Down in the yards they have been watch- 
ing the longest unceasing advance in hog 
prices ever known. They have seen caitle 
lead the way as the first farm commodity 
to rise above 1931 prices. 

For 34 days without interruption, hog 
prices gained steadily. From $3.30 for “top” 
hogs on May 28 the price swelled to $5.55 
last Monday, while the average advanced 
from $3.15 to $5.00. 

Reaction Last Week. 

During the last week a reaction set in— 
a natural reaction, perhaps, after an amaz- 
ing forward movement, but accentuated by 
the wave of heat that engulfed most of the 
country and drowned out the market for 
fresh pork. The setback trimmed 40 to 50 
cents from the $2.00 gain. 

Who benefits ? 

Economists have estimated that live stock 
on the farms had taken on 100 million dol- 
lars or more of added value. Yet there is 
no stampede to sell, for receipts continue 
low in the principal markets and _ stock 
yards Authorities said Sunday that farm- 
ers are evincing a disposition to hold and 
fatten their cattle—and seem better able, 
money-wise, to wait. 

“Seasonal” Gains. 

Charles A. Wilson, president of the Chi- 
cago Live Stock exchange, called the recent 
gains “seasonal.” He pointed out, too, that 
prices still lie well below the 5- and 10- 
year averages. Cattle alone, averaging 
$8.25 last week, have climber above the 
corresponding week of 1931 when the aver- 
age was $7,65. Hogs, despite their advance, 
averaged $4.80 last week against $6.40 a 
year ago. 

“The rise in live stock prices from the 
lows of last winter,” said Wilson, “has been 
very marked. Hogs, which reached the low- 
est price in 35 years, and cattle both have 
made a good recovery” 

Seen As Beginning. 

On the other hand, historians down at the 
vards believe the rise thus far has only 
been a beginning. To substantiate, they 
point out: 

This is not the usual month for the peak 
in cattle. In 15 years, October has seen the 
best prices paid for cattle nine times. 

Hogs have sold at their best for the sea- 
son five times in July, three times in Au- 
gust, five times in September. 

The shortages of meat still are acute. 

There was no shortage of hogs, indeed, 
until a month ago—in fact, the market has 
received one million head more for the year 
to date and receipts at slaughtering houses 
are dwindling. 

Fewer on Farms. 

June receipts were the smallest since 
1883 and official reports indicate young 
hogs on farms are 7 per cent fewer than a 
year ago. 

Hogs shipped to the Chicago yards in 
June totaled 421,617 against 546,899 last 
year; to the 11 principal markets, 1,584,000 
against 1,901,000 last year. 

And the packers naturally must benefit 


with the farmers. Inventories jumped in 
value. Wholesale pork loins, not so long 
ago at the lowest price since 1896, sold up 
from 8 cents to 21. 

The cattle shortage is counted the most 
acute since 1884. Beef in packers’ coolers, 
too, is at ebb. The government reported 
29,783,000 pounds of beef stored July 1, 
greatly diminished since June 1 when 35,- 
655,000 pounds were on hand; and the fig- 
ure on July 1, 1931 was 45,548,000 pounds, 
and the five-year average 48,097,000. 

Already there have been indications that 
improving prices will stimulate increased 
production, particularly with corn for feed- 
ing purposes selling around 20 to 30 cents 
—corn, incidentally, deriving some benefit 
from the upbound live stock prices despite 
promise of a bumper corn yield this year. 
Even Saturday, while wheat was establish- 
ing an all time low mark of 44% cents a 
bushel, corn was able to gain a fraction. 

A carload of hogs sells today $300 high- 
er than a month ago. 

A carload of cattle brings $650 more than 
at the low point in May. 

Budd Heartened. 

Farmers coming into the stock yards 
have told of gaining $3 and $4 per hundred- 
weight on the price they paid for their feed- 
er cattle—cattle they fattened on corn at 
20 to 30 cents a bushel. Stock bought at 
$25 to $35 a head last fall can be sold today 
at $90 to $100. Choice to prime steers 
brought $9.00-9.50 Saturday. The best run 
of hogs brought $4.75-5.10. 

Ralph Budd, president of the Burlington 
railroad, said last week at Omaha: “No 
other thing since the depression began has 
heartened me so much as the continued rise 
in live stock prices ... If commodity prices 
go up, then the purchasing power of the 
farmer will be restored. The rest of the 
country cannot be restored until the farmer 
has purchasing power.”

Briarcliff Field Day. 

It would not have been possible to have 
mustered nearly fifty students from East- 
ern Agricultural institutions to a Beef Cat- 
tle Field Day ten years ago. The picture 
is, however, changing rapidly in the East 
and more folks are becoming interested in 
using a diversified live stock husbandry 
and are including Beef Cattle in their pro- 
grams. State Agricultural Colleges are 
lending strong assistance in this system of 
diversification. 

Saturday, May 14th, was Beef Cattle 
Field Day at Briarcliff for Eastern Agri- 
cultural College students. Some forty-sev- 
en students and six Professors in Animal 
Husbandry journeyed to Briarcliff Farms, 
Pine Plains, Dutchess County, New York, 
to study Beef Production, Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, and the systems in practice in the 
production of crops for proper maintenance 
of the herds and finishing cattle for mar- 
ket. Here prime Baby Beeves are finished 
for market and sent into New York on their 
merit, the most discriminating beef market 
in the United States and into Springfield, 
Mass. 

Professor Gladfelter came in with eight 
students from Massachusetts State College 
at Amherst. Professors Garrigus and 
Young journeyed over from Storrs with

These groups of students spent a busy 
day plying questions at Wm. H. Pew Gen 
eral Manager of Briarcliff, and taking 
notes on the farm’s various activities, yf;

pating in the work that the students were 
doing. These young men were interested 

A portion of the day was spent in th 
judging of classes of breeding cattle and 
fat steers at halter. This was in the nature 
of a preliminary judging contest leading to 
the selection of teams for the Easter 
States Exposition Live Stock judging cop. 
test next fall. 

The first class judged was made up of 
four aged stock bulls in active service a 
Briarcliff. The bulls were identified by 
numbers only for the students judging 
work. When they had made their ratings 
on individuality and their cards had beep 
passed to their respective instructors, then 
the story of each bull was related. The 
first prize proved to be Revolution of Page 
2nd. International Grand Champion in 1928 
as a yearling and sire of Briarcliff Thick- 
set, 1931 International Grand Champion 
steer. Second prize was Briarcliff Protest- 
or, a three year old son of Barbara’s En- 
sign, that is bringing wonderful type and 
quality in his calves. Third prize, was En- 
vidon of Glencarnock, sire of Briarcliff 
Amos, Grand Champion steer of the East 
in 1930 and a strong contender for high 
honors at Chicago; also Envidon has sired 
the top selling female in the 1929 Interna- 
tional sale, the top selling bull in the 1930 
winter Congress sale and top selling female 
of the 1930 International. Fourth prize 
was Revelerica, the oldest herd sire in both 
age and service in the Briarcliff herd. He 
has sired Briarcliff Elban, International 
Junior Champion in 1926 and is the sire of 
the dam of Briarcliff Thickset, Internation- 
al Champion steer in 1931 and a host of 
producing females at Briarcliff and in other 
herds. The old war horse is now ten years 
of age and still going strong. 

This group of bulls brought to the stu- 
dents a story not only of individuality, but 
of ability to produce. No breed of beef 
cattle hold their form and freshness as do 
Aberdeen-Angus. Each and every one of 
these bulls annually see heavy service at 
pasture. 

Another class of interest was that of 4 
senior yearling and two year old heifers, 
headed by Briarcliff Blackcap 16th by En- 
vidon, first prize senior yearling heifer at 
the 1931 International, second and _ third 
were senior yearling heifers by Revolution 
of Page 2nd. ; 

A class of 4 summer and junior yearling 
bulls brought a lot of enthusiasm, Briarcliff 
Eland 5th by Revolution of Page is from 
an Elba dam by Blackcap Revolution. He 
is a May, 1931, bull that carries his 1100 
pounds like a real major. While predic- 
tions for the future are hardly in_ order, 
yet I cannot pass without saying it will take 
a real one to head him this fall season. The

The Mysterious Sir T. Burnett’s Famous Bull 


From the Late William Watson’s 
“Seroll Books.” 
By Robert C. M. Auld. 


ving the student to assimilate these 
oct we are further confounded by 
the statement that Beauty, the dam of Em- 
ily, that is, the Angus heifer of the Watson 
1853 sale, was (also) “the dam of Sir T. 
Burnett’s famous bull.” (It may be noted 
that Sir Thomas was the first breeder of 
that family, Sir Alexander the second, and 
Sir James Horn, the third—all brothers.) 
This statement is taken from The Keillor 
catalogue of 1853 sale, which must have 
been in the possession of those who thus 
quoted from it. But we can find no clear 
statement identifying this bull with any bull 
that could be described as “Sir T. Burnett’s 
famous bull”. The only bull that might— 
otherwise—have come under such discrip- 
tion is that referred to glowingly by Wil- 
liam McCombie, on p. 100 of “Cattle and 
Cattle Breeders”: as “The ‘Banks of Dee’ 
the most celebrated bull of his day, and took 
the first prize wherever he was exhibited, 
local or national”: but he is given in Vol. 
lof the H. B. as “bred by Sir Thomas Burn- 
ett of Leys, sire, Rob Roy of Leys (158); 
dam, Harriet of Leys (260)”. The sire of 
Rob Roy, bred also by Sir Thomas, was 
Deeside Hero, that won second prize at the 
Highland Show at Aberdeen in 1840. Har- 
riet was also bred by Sir Thomas and gained 
five first prizes at local shows. 

It could not have been Strathmore (5) to 
which the description applied, as this bull 
was calved in 1850, bred by Hugh Watson, 
and purchased from the latter by Sir Alex- 
ander and won the third prize for him as a 
four-year-old at Berwick highland Show in 
1854; and, on returning from the show was 
re-purchased by Mr. Watson—the second 
bull re-purchased by him from Crathes— 
remaining in his possession until he was 
exhibited at Paris in 1856 and sold to the 
Emperor Napoleon III for fifty guineas. 

Strathmore, among others, was sire of 
Nightingale out of Mary of Wester Fintray, 
who must therefore have been a herd-mate 
of Beauty, the dam of Emily, the dam of 
Erica; and of the famous Burnett bull, 
which cannot be identified, at Leys; and was 
also sire of Kirtle bred at Southesk, out of 
Kate (12) of Tillyfour, dam of Kathleen of 
Kinnaird (539) also by Strathmore, she 
standing second to Nightingale at Glasgow 
in 1857. Nightingale, descended from West- 
er Fintray, was successivly in the herds of 
Leys where she was bred, Portlethen, Tilly- 
four and Ballindalloch, where she produced 
Chieftain, the first bull to be put to Erica 
at Ballindalloch—thus the curve of coinci- 
dences, proves the intricate problem to be 
very much like that of the impenetrable re- 
lativity of the present day philosophers. 

This peculiar question as to the identity 
of Sir Thomas Burnett’s famous bull with 
Beauty the dam of Emily, etc., and as the 
- of The Baronet has yet to be explicat- 
ed. 

STILL ANOTHER MAZE TO BE 
EXPLORED 

But there is yet another “claim” made 
in behalf of “Beauty, the dam cf Emily” 
(the dam of Erica) etc., whatever her con- 
nection may have been or be with Beauty 
2d of Tillyfour, viz: in connection with The 
Baronet (339). According to the History, 
the dam of Emily (332) was Lot 20 of the 


Keillor sale (at Auchtertyre) in 1853 and 
her pedigree was printed in the catalogue 
as—‘‘Angus heifer; by Old Jock, dam Beau- 
ty—the dam of Sir Thomas Burnett’s fam- 
ous bull’. Then the account goes on to say 
on the authority of Mr. Thos. Ferguson, 
Kinochtry, that this Beauty, the dam of Em- 
ily bred at Keillor, (the. dam of Erica), be- 
came the property of Sir Alex Burnett (Sir 
Thomas’ successor, note) and that Mr. Hugh 
Watson purchased her—Beauty, the dam of 
Emily—and her yearling bull, The Baronet 
(339), back from Crathes in 1856. 

The chart of The Baronet’s pedigree, ac- 
cording to this version of Mr. Ferguson, 
appears on p. 490 of the History, as follows:

How Beauty the dam of Emily could be 
identical with “a pure Aberdeen and Angus 
cow bred at Crathes,”’ shows how confusion 
struck certain individuals. The statements 
made in regard to this “dam of Angus”, 
“dam of Sir Thomas Burnett’s famous 
bull”, and of The Baronet will be seen to 
materially affect the statements appearing 
in pp. 106, 258, 259, 260 and 490 on “The 
History”, 1910; and will be fully appreciat- 
ed—the “bred at Crathes” and the “bred at 
Keillor” referring to the same animal be- 
ing irreconcilable. 

—— = 
“BEAUTY’—THE NAME THAT CAP- 
TURED KEILLOR 

The name Beauty that captured Keillor 
became the symbol, of not the old Keillor 
doddies but of those newly fashioned from 
the Beauty of Buchan lure and lineage. 
Beauty was what Keillor was in search of 
and found in the constellation set up so 
brilliantly in the firmament by the admir- 
ing William Watson. The name and mater- 
ial were evidently captured, from the North- 
ern galaxy; for in the first volume of the 
H. B. we find the name entirely of Aber- 
deenshire entries, none of Angus lineage, 
except these of the kind named that be- 
came producers at Keillor. These Beauty’s 
William fell in such love with that he made 
of them his cognizance of that real aristo- 
cracy that evolved not at Keillor but out- 
side of it. Such a distinctive individuality 
contrasted with the pervasive anonymity of 
the original Keillor doddies. The Beautys 
gushed and became geyser-like in volume— 
the first stream breaking from it being this 
Beauty of Tillyfour with its many sourced 
Beauty—the dam of Emily, Angus, and the 
famous Crathes bull, the source of Jilt, 
Erica and Ruth and of Miss Watson, and so 
on. Here was a theme on which William 
Watson could dilate untiringly, for it was 
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from a starry firmament that rose before 
his bewildered gaze, that needed some self 
studied novitiate of his own to prepare him 
for its glorification, and became as it were 
the symbolic bulwark behind which he could 
find what he believed impregnable. 

When we refer to William’s transcrip- 
tion of the pedigree of this Beauty of Tilly- 
four from the Keillor Records “in his posses- 
sion”, but not appearing in the “Scroll Book”, 
we find her grandam is Beauty of Buchan 
2d (5), by Grey Breasted Jock of the same 
generation as Favourite (2); while her 
daughter, the dam of Beauty of Tillyfour 
2d, is given by William, as Beauty’s Match- 
less, of the generation of Old Jock. “All

roads” in the conception of these entrants 
of Miss Watson and Erica alliances seem 
to lead to William’s highway trod by “Beau- 
ty’s Matchless by old Jock (1); dam, Beau- 
ty of Buchan 2d (5) by Grey Breasted Jock 
(2); grandam Old Beauty of Buchan by 
Black Jock; great grandam, High-tailed 
cow by son of Tarnty Jock; great great 
grandam Beauty of Keillor by Ballan- 
tyne Sandy; great great great grandam, 
Tarnty cow 1808 of Southesk (?) Stock.” 
The only difficulty in the way would seem 
to be that of Beauty of Buchan (5) being 
stated to have and to hold Old Grannie (1) 
as her dam, which interferes with William’s 
pursuivancy of Beauty of Buchan 2d (5) as 
representing as a daughter the first prize 
cow at Perth in 1829—Old Grannie, that 
is, of the unverified statement in the “His- 
tory”—the authority for such statement be- 
ing apparently wanting. 
Thus we see looming above all the fore 
glow and after glow of the Beauty bril- 
liance—significant of association with such 
names as Banks of Dee, Deeside Hero, Dee- 
side (168) out of Beauty of Buchan (5). 
The bull Deeside (168) must not be confused 
with the great Banks of Dee (whose por- 
trait, I may say, adorns Mr. Sanders’ great 
American History of the Breed). These 
Beautys, that scaled the Parnassus of Keil- 
lor Heights from Buchan by way of Brech- 
in, we may suppose, and that became en- 
shrined at Keillor, there paved the way to 
William’s Declaration that “here you have 
the origin of the Keillor Angus cattle in a 
nutshell”. In endeavoring to do full justice 
to his Saga, we find here two streams, one 
of the Beautys, a floodtide, the other the 
Old Keillors, an ebbtide. 
Beauty of Tillyfour 2nd is lauded by 
William as the dam of Jilt, the mother of 
monarchs—Juryman (404), Judge (1150), 
and Justice (1462); she was also the dam 
of-a number of famous females among them 
Jewel (1413), calved 1872, whose name is 
revived to fame by the heifer so named that 
was champion of Smithfield, 1930, fifty- 
three years after the victory of Black Prince 
of Tillyfour; and Jilt was equally lauded in 
the History of Ballindalloch by Campbell 
McPherson-Grant. 
At Keillor while these Beautys of Buchan

The thirteenth year of the Journal’s voy- 
age over this uncharted course has brought 
new experiences, new demands and with it 
all new ambitions for the next twelve month 
lap in the race with time. Don’t rock the 
boat, just lend a hand, move over a little 
and let that good neighbor have a seat 
alongside of you that he too may benefit 
with us in the prosperity that is certain to 
spread its mantle over the cattle industry 
and especially that portion having to do 
with our beloved Doddies. 

This is the last chapter in another book 
of Doddie lore. The Journal’s ambition is 
to be able to do more for the breed and to 
write still greater achievements in the next 
volume.

Live Stock Tour—Okmulgee County. 


Prof. W. L. Blizzard, head of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry at Oklahoma 
A. & M. College at Stillwater, sends this 
report: ; 

“The annual live stock tour was held in 
Okmulgee county, Oklahoma, this year on 
June 21st. One of the outstanding ranches 
which we visited is that owned by Mr. 
James Smith, who lives twelve miles west 
of Okmulgee. There are something over 
eight hundred head of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle on this ranch. Mr. Smith marketed four 
loads of Aberdeen-Angus steers on the Chi- 
cago market recently.

Corn is not as far along 
with us as it is here close to Omaha. Com- 
ing down, I saw a few fields that looked al- 
most ready to lay by. Our fields are clean, 
however, farmers having been over most 
of them twice.’—Omaha Journal Stockman.

When at your sale you asked me to report 
sales to you so am sending in those made 
since our March sale:

“We find that our customers feel safest 
in investing their money in good cattle than 
some other things. They feel like cattle 
values must come back comparatively soon, 
that present values appear cheap and are 
producing a real opportunity for a good in- 
vestment. I am sure you will be encourag- 
ed by learning this news from us. We feel 
like every breeder who is selling Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle at let live values should 
report them as an encouragement to others.”

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Saga of the Keillor Doddies Five 


were experiencing the matings that were to 
make immortal their hereditary legacy, it is 
important that the student who addresses 
himself to this phase of his study should en- 
deavor to penetrate the veil that obscures the 
background that he must explore to find his 
bearings, as well as trace the thread in the 
web and network, to unravel the entang- 
ling knots—which if he is able to do satis- 
factorily to himself, he may regard himself 
as of phenomenal discernment. 

And at Keillor while this ferment was 
working and formative, there were other 
favorites feeding in the folds and stepping 
smartly over the cobbled courts at Keillor, 
known, we are told by William as Favour- 
ites, Baronnesses and Princesses, and em- 
bracing William’s “pure” Keillor line to 
which the Princesses associated with Pres- 
ident 3d; Barronnesses with The Baronet, 
belonged, all consentrating apparently in 
Old Favourite and Old Grannie (chart, His- 
tory, p. 459), yet notwithstanding the af- 
filiation William Watson and his devotees 
may have afforded them, it cannot be said 
that they have climbed that Parnassus 
reached by others of the Beauty pro- 
geny, as spread forth in the ramifications, 
we have been attempting to follow. The 
kaleidoscope in its turning seems always 
to whirl into view some Beauty product, of 
that brilliant, constituent of the seed royal 
of its seeming exclusive prerogative. 

Discussion of this tenacious question 
again in the “Scroll Book”, No. 4, where a 
comment is found as having been made in 
the Breeder’s Gazette, August 18, 1885, and 
referred to by the writer, Dec. 24, 1885, 
suggesting the propriety of exploring the 
avenues traversed in William’s exposition 
of this Erica-Jilt connection with the Beauty 
of Tillyfour foundation. This was the means 
of attracting a new contributor to the dis- 
cussion who signed himself “A Correspond- 
ent”, understood to have been Campbell 
Macpherson Grant, brother of Sir George, 
and the historian of the (published) “His- 
tory of the Ballindalloch Herd”. In this 
contribution he referred to the countenance 
of Wiliiam Watson’s lineage of the Beauty 
foundation, as “so confidently advanced by 
Mr. Auld’—advanced entirely, however, up- 
on Mr. Wm. Watson’s own lead. But 
this had all been actually indicated by the 
reference given in the Revised Note to Beau- 
ty of Tillyfour 2d to Mr. McCombie’s state- 
ment as to “Beauty (dam of Jilt)” having 
also the Herd Book number (690) “affixed” 
to her name—that (690) refering to an 
animal that had been “entered as the dam 
of Emily”’—independently in some way of 
other entries. Such as (96) and the as yet 
invisible “Beauty, bred by Hugh Watson’. 

The late John S. Goodwin refers to this 
coordination (B. G., June 22, 1892). He was 
a staunch devotee of the Keillor cult and 
accepted its creed, as inculcated into him 
by his reverenced William, that: “Erica and 
Beauty 2d of Tillyfour have a common orl- 
gin”. How heroically did William and John 
muster their forces is delightful to contem- 
plate around the banner of “Black—and all 
black and no surrender’, overlooking the 
famed “brown cow” of 1829 Perth show,

“Only Three Infusions of Outside Blood” 
Mr. Watson finally refers to the fact that 
there had been only three introductions of 
outside blood into Keillor—from Panmure, 
Mains of Kelly, and Balwyllo, though Ar- 
dovie had also contributed a famous repre- 
sentative of the Princess-Queen foundation. 
It would have been interesting to know 


more about the contribution of Lord Pan- 
mure who executed such a dominant influ- 
ence in the breeding of the humlies. Of 
President 3rd (246) he has a little more to 
say as this was “the last bull used at Keil- 
lor.” President was “a long, level, stylish 
bull, and a prize winner at the Highland 
Society” (History, p. 259). On his sire’s 
side he traced to Princess (47) by Panmure 
(51) and was the grandson on his dam’s 
side of Earl of Buchan (57), (a famous 
prize winning Buchan humlie sire); as was 
his daughter the dam of President. His 
purchase by Hugh Watson fully showed the 
latter’s appreciation of Panmure (51) blood. 

The Panmure infusion reminds us that 
Mr. Hugh Watson also “patronized” Mr. 
Fullerton’s herd from which went forth the 
get of Earl o’ Buchan and Panmure—in 
Princess of Ardovie (831) (daughter of 
Queen of Ardovie (29)—a magnificent cow) 
sold to Mr. Hugh Watson at Mr. Fullerton’s 
sale of 1844, for £. 25, within a short time 
of her calving. She calved the day she ar- 
rived at Keillor. Mr. Watson afterwards 
showed her in Ireland, where she beat all 
comers, and sold her for 60 gs. Mr. Ful- 
lerton bought her calf back at Mr. Watson’s 
sale of 1847. It may be noted that the sale 
at which Mr. Hugh Watson bought Prin- 
cess of Ardovie, and McCombie his Queen 
foundations, is referred to in the “History” 
as “the event which may be truly described 
as a starting point in the annals of the 
breed.” 

Thus the addition of President to Keillor 
reinforced the traditional love of the blood 
ot the Beauty of Buchan lineage, by a very 
potent and discernible infusion. As “the 
last sire used at Keillor,” arriving in 1859, 
which date must have slipped William’s 
memory when he stated that he was the 
sire of Beauty of Tillyfour whose calving he 
gave as 1858. 


The Keillor Families Miss the Mark of 
Their High Calling. 


William (Pt. Iv. of the K. C. Commercial 
Indicator, series) deals with the real Keillor 
families of continuous Keillor heritage, as 
those derived from Old Grannie, and the 
Prizies, the Favourites, the Princesses and 
the Baronesses—the two last being claimed 
by Mr. Ferguson “who had been breeding 
Keillor Doddies for forty years with great 
success—and which were according to him 
the spring from which all Keillor streams 
flowed, here forgetting the other streams 
that flowed in from other sources.” It had 
been to Mr. Ferguson to whom William was 
looking to perpetuate the fame and to pre- 
serve the lineage of the Keillor blue-blood. 
But this fond hope of Mr. Ferguson’s stock 
fulfilling William’s anticipation of doing 
justice to “his sincere friend” finds no bla- 
zonry on the records of the tournaments 
today. “It is a remarkable fact’ comments 
Mr. A. H. Sanders, “that it has not been to 
these families so associated with Keillor, 
the breeder depends to perpetuate Keillor 
fame”’—but to others, from outside of 
Strathmore, indeed, from “the North,” 
borne in by the spate of the Buchan flood, 
southward. 

It would be interesting to learn more 
about the engravings, oil paintings and re- 
lies which William says here he gave to 
Mr. Ferguson for preservation. William in- 
forms us here also that his father received 
upward of 500 prizes for—we inferred, his 
Angus doddies. William McCombie, in stat- 
ing that Mr. Hugh Watson began to show 
in 1810 “won with his horses, sheep and 
cattle, 200 prizes. (Cattle and Cattle Breed- 
ers).”

In the not unnatural desire of Wi] 
acclaim his esteemed friend Mr. 0 
Ferguson, “who had_ been successfull: 
breeding from Keillor stock for f y 
years,” it may be noted that it aa 
until Mr. Ferguson acquired Shah (680) t 
the Tillyfour sale of 1874, that Mr ho,” 
son was able to shape up his herd in ~ 
bition form for the National Show. The 
in 1878 at Dumfries he exhibited Shah ei 
won the first prize for him in the aged bul 
class, and also brought forward pot 
tatives of his Princess family, by the poe 
sire. Shah was calved in 1872 and won 
Mr. McCombie first as a_yearling at the 
Royal Northern and the Highland in 1873, 
There is only one animal, a heifer calf out 
of Pride of Alford (1178), Lot 38, includei 
in the Tillyfour sale catalogue of 1874 b 
him, and she was bought by Mr. Rober 
Walker, Montbletton, for 16 gs. but does 
not apparently have any produce in the 
Herd Book. But he was the sire of fourteen 
animals bred at Kinochtry recorded in Vols 
IV and V of the Herd Book. Of these Prin. 
cess 6th, calved 1877 (3296) became my 
property and was imported into the United 
States. Shah was used on all the matrons 
of Mr. Ferguson’s favourite families, Ip 
Vol. VI, he was the sire of thirteen cows 
at Kinochtry and two bulls, one of them be. 
ing the big, smooth Prince of the Realm 
(1695). In Vol. VII are ten bulls, three of 
them owned by Frank B. Redfield, Batavia, 
N. Y.; and seven cows; and in Vol. VIII one 
bull. This is surely a remarkable record, 
Shah was a bull “marked by personal ex. 
cellencies and was a member of the most 
celebrated show yard tribe of the breed” 
(p. 219 “On Polled Cattle;” p. 262 the “His- 
tory”). 

At this time-as Mr. Sanders remarks, 
“William Watson was “moulding opinion” in 
America and Mr. Redfield had begun to im- 
port Angus cattle; his ambition being to 
see the Kinochtry (Keillor) cattle advanced 
above all others in America, but which as- 
piration,” continues Mr. Sanders, “was not 
realized.” 

Full particulars are given in the histories 
as to the importations of Mr. Redfield, his 
first purchases being made in 1879 at the 
Perth Show of the H. S. He was accompanied 
by John H. Wallace, of American Trotting 
Horse fame, who in his magazine “Wallace’s 
Monthly” strongly advocated the importa- 
tion of the breed. Mr. Wallace’s corres- 
pondence with Mr. McCombie, of whom he 
desired information (for the purpose of 
publicity) has already been referred to, the 
answer to which letter I wrote to Mr. Me- 
Combie’s dictation. In 1884 I visited Mr. 
Wallace in his Broadway office, after he 
had made some slighting references to my- 
self, and gave him an advertisement of my 
cattle which I had imported: after which he 
printed a sort of apology for his former re- 
marks. 

Mr. Sanders (p. 169) after having dletail- 
ed Mr. Redfield’s importations and refert- 
ing to the warm friendship between Mr. 
Redfield and Thos. Ferguson and the cor- 
respondence between them, wrote, “The cor- 
respondence was at a time (beginning near- 
ly fifty years ago) when the characteristics 
of the breed were not so inherent as they 
are today. Mr.-Redfield complained that a 
red calf or so had appeared in the herd, 
and possibly one or two had scurs. Mr. 
Ferguson laid all the trouble to the bull he 
had brought down from the North—Shah!— 
claiming that so long as he bred the old 
Keillor and Kinochtry cattle in their purity 
no scurs or off colors appeared. The mat-

date of June 26th the Journal re- 
ae “this brief information from John B. 
Brown, of Rose Hill, lowa, announcing the 
passing of their great show and breeding 
bull, Revolution 37th: “Revolution 37th is 
dead. He hurt his foot some way about a 
month ago and in spite of all we could do 
got infection and died. It is needless to say 
it is a big loss to us as well as to the breed 
as there were few bulls like him and 
he was siring some real 

lves.” 
Revolution 37th was 
ealved August 15, 1927, 
and died June 23, 1932, 
lacking but a short time 
of being five years old. 
During these few years 
Revolution made Aber- 
deen-Angus history of the 
sort that lives on. In 
1930 he won first prize 
as a two year old at Bur- 
lington, Davenport, Iowa, 
Minnesota and South Da- 
kota state fairs; starting 
as a three year old at 
Omaha he won first there 
and at Wichita and Kan- 
sas City; and was cham- 
pion bull at South Dako- 
ta and at the Omaha Ak- 
Sar-Ben. 

In 1931 he was cham- 
pion at Denver in Jan- 
uary also champion at 
Burlington, Davenport 
and the Illinois, Iowa, 
Minnesota and South Da- 
kota state fairs was first 
in class at Omaha, Wich- 
ita, Kansas City, Chicago, 
Ogden and Denver and 
was champion at Wichita, Kansas City and 
Ogden. Revolution 37th won first in class 
at Iowa state fair three times in succession, 
as a summer yearling in 1929; a two year 
old in 1930, a three year old in 1931. Was 
one of the three bull group that won first 
at all the big shows in 1930 and 1931, only 
defeated at two shows—Chicago in 1930 
and Illinois state fair in 1931. 

Mr. Brown advises that they have a nice 
lot of calves by him and that they have 
about twenty cows bred to him. 

Revolution 37th is a son of the Interna- 
tional grand champion Blackcap Revolution 
and a grandson of the famous old breeding 
bull Earl Marshall, carrying a double cross 
of Baden Lad on the sire’s side which is 
strengthened by a cross of the Internation-

al grand champion Vala’s Rosegay as well 
as a single cross to Eliminator of Ballin- 
dalloch. 

His dam is a line bred Black Woodlawn 
cow, being by one of his outstanding sons, 
Black Monarch S., whose dam Blackbird 
24th was an International grand champion. 
The second dam is by a grandson of Black 
Woodlawn. The maternal side of this tabu- 
lation is a very strongly Illinois bred pro- 


duct while the sire is a combination of Mc- 
Henry’s best efforts. 

There can be no disputing the fact that 
there are too few bulls the calibre of Revo- 
lution 37th and the Browns surely have sus- 
tained a severe loss in his passing at this 
early age. Ordinarily he should have re- 
mained in service many more years and no 
doubt would have proven a foundation sire 
worthy of his contemporaries in the estab- 
lishing of a real foundation herd of females 
at Rose Hill Aberdeen-Angus farms. The 
Journal regrets to have to chronicle the 
death of bulls of this type and standing 
within the ranks of our breed.

Was one of those 
easy keeping, good doers, 
the likes of which never 
fail to please commercial 
feeders. In other words 
he was a practical breed- 
ing and show bull capable 
of reproducing his excel- 
lent qualities. 
Among the recent sales 
reported from the Browns 
is a yearling Enchantress 
Erica bull to F. M. Strick- 
land, of Rubio, Iowa. Mr. 
Strickland is starting a 
nice herd of Aberdeen-An- 
gus and with this nice 
calf to head the herd 
should produce some good 
ones. Mr. Brown says in- 
quiries for cattie have 
been good and that their 
bulls are all sold except a 
single September calf.

ter was settled to Mr. Redfield’s satisfac- 
tion, but it was revealed by Mr. Ferguson in 
this correspondence that Shah himself had 
scurs; a condition he had known all along, 
of course, and did not disdain, however, 
much he and his son scorned the scurred 
humlies—forgetting the scurred doddies. 
Not long thereafter Mr. Ferguson announc- 
ed that “Shah would be used no more,” af- 
ter his days of conspicous usefulness had 
been so productive, had ceased! 

“While Mr. Redfield’s venture as importer 
and breeder proved a profitable one, his am- 
bition to see the Kinochtry cattle held in 
the highest esteem in America was, thus, 
not realized. To an even greater extent 
were the dreams of Mr. Ferguson in this 
regard unfulfilled. William Watson, a son 
of Hugh Watson, moulding opinion in 
America, eloquently referred to the old 
Keillor stock to which, in great measure, 
every Aberdeen-Angus tribe of renown owes 
its goodness at the present day, but said 
little of Kinochtry, and it was with the fam- 
ilies at Ballindalloch and Tillyfour that he 
advised the founding of herds.” 

Reverting to the allusions in the above to 
Shah, it would appear that little trouble as 
to the scur had appeared in the Kinochtry 
erd as the sire almost exclusively of all 
the stock there, while Mr. Ferguson con- 
tinued to use his sons, Prince of The Realm 
and Baron Balgersho in the herd with sat- 
isfactory results while also selling their get.
